Peter Clark MacFarlane. 
Dies by Own Hand in 
San Francisco After Long 


Illness. 


WRITER OF MANY 
POPULAR STORIES 


Native of St. Clair, Mo.; Be- 
gan Life as Railroad 
Clerk, Was Actor, Then 
Preacher, Then Writer.

SAN FRANCISCO, June 10.— 
Waging a losing battle with ill 
health, Peter Clark MacFarlane, 
noted author and former actor and 
preacher, accepted defeat with 
stoic philosophy and shot and 
killed himself here last night. 

The final chapter of his long and 
brilliant career was written with 
an artistry as consummate as ag@y 
displayed in the tragic termination’ 
of one of his novels. 

Walking to the steps of the San 
Francisco morgue, he pulled a pis- 
tol from his pocket and, with cool- 
ness and deliberation, fired a bul- 
let into his brain. 

Two notes, one addressed to an 
intimate friend and the other “to 
whom it may concern,” recounted 
the story of his tong battle with a 
diseasé of the kidneys, his physical 
exhaustion and mental turmoil and | 
his eventual surrender to death. 

“T have been broken on _ the 
wheel of the soul's effort to ex- 
press itself,”’ said one of the notes 
which was found beside the body.

“Mr: MacFarlane stopped at th®™ 
entrance to the Coroner's office and 
hung his walking stick over his 
arm,” Alder said. “I thought he 
was going to light a cigar or ciga- 
rette in the shelter of the low win- 
dow there, but the next instant out 
came the pistol, and he put a shot 
into his left temple and just slid 
down the wall and crumpled to thr 
sidewalk.”’ 


Mr. MacFarlane was 53 years old. 
His career reached from his firsc 
position as a railroad clerk to that 
of a successful author, flickerine 
for a brief period before the foot- 
lights when he was an actor, and 
including seven years as a pastor. 

Within the past 15 years he had 
written many volumes of fiction 
and was a favorite contributor tv 
the popular publications. His best- 
known works were “Held to An- 
swer.”” “Those Who Have Come 
Back,” “The Quest of the Yellow 
Peril,” ‘“‘The Crack in the Bell” 
and the “Hell Pavers.’’ 


He was a resident of Pine Dunes 
Cal., where he wrote the long and 
sombre notes which form the clos- 
ing chapter of his life. 


Was Twice Married. 

His first wife was Emma D. Gar- 
field of Santa Barbara. She die1 
in 1908. His present wife, who 
was Fiorence E. Judson of Sar 
Francisco, he married in 1909. 

Mr. McFarlane was born in St. 
Clair, Mo., March 8. 1871. He was 
educated in the Florida Agricul- 
tural College and later attende; 
Berkeley Bible Seminary, fror 
which he was graduated in 1995. 

In 1909. pursuing his religious 
work, Mr. MacFarlane became gen. 
eral secretary of the Men’s Broth- 
erhood of Disciples of Christ of 
Kansas City, Mo., and in that oc- 
cupation traveled 609.000 miles a 
year, accumulating the knowledge 
and experiences which later be- 
came the basis of the entertaining 
tales which brought him fame and 
a comfortable. fortune.

A good many of the visitors in 
Cleveland this week are not here 
to attend the convention as such 
at all.

Statements of unwillingness to 
accept a vice presidential nomina- 
tion are seldom accepted at full 
face value. Lowden, therefore, in 
the minds of gome delegates, re- 
mained a potential candidate, while 
yesterday's talk about President 
Marion L. Burton of the University 
of Michigan—talk predicated on 
the possibility, that he will charn: 
the delegates with his speech 
nominating President Coolidge— 
continued unabated in the face of 
decided coldness toward Burton on 
the part of the delegates from his 
home state. 

The new development of signif- 
‘icance was the growth of Hoover 
'segtiment. Senator Reed Smoot 
of Utah was active in propagating 
‘the boom and the delegates from 
that State were said to be a unit 
in favor of Hoover. Oregon was 
expected. by Hoover boosters to 
fall into line providing its dele- 
gates got a release from Lowden, 
to whom they were pledged. 

The California delegation was 
reported to be filled with Hoover 
sentiment. Representative Burton 
of Ohio, the keynote speaker, has 
declared for him. Hoover's posi- 
tion as reported to the delegates is 
that he is not seeking the nomina- 
tion and will shun any fight for it, 
but stands ready to heed the call 
if it comes. 

He’s a Sensitive Man. 

Hoover is a sensitive man and 
will quickly pu!! himself out of the 
race if there is a chance of his 
being embarrassed by a fight. His 
friends here are watching for the 
reaction of Eastern delegates to 
his boom. If States like Pennsy!- 
vwania and New York show them- 
selvos friendly, the movement will 
undoubtedly be pushed. 

The nomination of Hoover is 
being urged on the ground that he 
would make a strong appeal to the 
business interests of the country 
and to the women.

Thus the pilots who for weeks 
have been accumulating calories by 
swimming in the warm Mediter- 
ranean and basking in the hot 
Italian sun, will face a lonely vigil 
in the midst of an ocean of ice.

RAILROAD FIREMAN DIES 
FROM INJURIES OF CRASH 


‘Man Who Was on Locomotive 


That Hit Stalled Auto Succumbs 
in Decatur Hospital.

DECATUR, Ill., June 10.—The 
death at a hospital here yesterday 
of R. H. Harlow, locomotive fire- 
man, resulted from injuries he suf- 
fered in the wreck of a Detroit-St. 
Louis Wabash passenger train near 
Nameoki, IIi., early Saturday 
morning when it struck an auto- 
mobile stalled on the track. 
Harlow with Elmer E. Fair, en- 
gineer, was picked up unconscious 
beside the overturned locomotive. 
He was suffering from a deep gash 
in the left thigh and internal in- 
juries. He never recovered con- 
sciousness. Fair, who suffered a 
fractured ‘skull and many cuts and 
bruises is in a serious condition at 
Decatur Hospital. 


The engine hurled the wreckage 
of the automobile against a switch 
standard, turning it over and open- 
ing the rail points. Leaving the 
rails, the locomotive and two cars 
following tore up the right of way. 
and piled on the tracks. The rest 
of the train stayed on the rails. No 
passenger was injured.

here and at Neosho, the principal! 
Southwest Missouri strawberry 
marketing points, from May 18, 
when the season opened, to last 
Sunday night, were $1,182,000, E. 
A. Prugh, local representative of 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econo- 
mics of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture announced to- 
day.

cial Club. The berries are sold by 
two large co-operative associations 


jot growers. 


The total daily sales range be- 


tween $30,000 and $120,000. The 
first day of this season, May 18, 


peak to date was June 2, when 


How Auctions Are Held. 
The two co-operative associa- 


tions handling the sales are the 


Ozsark Fruit Growers’ Associations, 
which has a majority of the busi- 
ness, and the Missouri Strawberry 
Exchange. That there may be no 
disputes, the associations alternate 
in making offerings at the auc- 
tions. 

District officials of the associa 
tions at each community where 
berries are raised ascertain--each 
afternoon the total amount picked 
that day. The number of cars 
available for sale and the car nuni- 
bers are wired to association head- 
quarters. Then the cars are offered 
to the bidders, about 25 of whom 
are in Monnett this season. 

Standardization in picking an‘ 
packing methods and co-operative 
marketing permits handling and 
sale of the berries at a cost to 
growers of 5 per cent of the f. o. b. 
price. Some of the growers will 
net $300 an acre this season. 

Strawberry Special Trains. 

While the berries are being sold 
at auction the cars are brought in 
from the growing points and as- 
sembled at Monett. The Frisco 
Railroad runs a strawberry special 
train each night both to St. Louis 
and Kansas City, where the trains 
are eplit and cars forwarded to 
destinations. About 60 to 60 cars 
a day are handled. The railroad

“If I were to follow the appeal- 
ing demands of my own feelings, I 
would say grant tens of millions 
for farm relief,. but no legislation 
or subventions from the Treasury 
can be effective to meet the case. 
It is a condition which is world- 
wide, due to the sharp reaction 
from the unprecedented demands 
for agricultural products (which 
lasted during the World War and 
for a time thereafter. Prices are

now out of line with those of many 
of the commodities which the 
farmer must buy, but so sure as 
the inevitable laws of supply and 
demand are operative this relation 
must change, and the time is com- 
ing when conditions will be re- 
versed and the course of migration 
between city and farm will experi- 
ence a revolution.”

to such as are capable of profit- 
able development.” He saw fur- 
ther promise of aid in a readjust- 
ment of freight rates and in con- 
solidation of existing agencies of 
transportation. 

Turning to the baministration 
policies in relation to labor, he 
ealled attention to the abolition of 
long hours and the seven- -day week 
in the steel industry, a result for 
which he gavé President Harding 
large credit; to the restrictive im- 
migration law, which, he said, 
would benefit labor, and to the 
submission by Congress to the 
states of a proposed child labor 
amendment to the constitution. 

Special stress was iaid by the 
speaker on the need of tax reduc- 
tion and economy in public ex- 
penditures. His remarks made it 
evident that the President's stand 
for economy will be one of the 
chief talking” points of the Cool- 
idge campaign. Showing how the

One of these fallacies is 
that “the final burden of public 
levies rests upon those who first 
make payments to the tax collec- 
tor.” Another fallacy, he con- 
tinued, is that “excessive surtaxes 
are desirable and; result in large 
revenue.” He gave figures in op- 
position to this theory. ¢ 

“No one here,” he said, “will ad- 
vocate a system which would re- 
seve wealth from paying its proper 
share, but careful thinking will 
show the absurdity of the present 
rates. entirely justifiable in time of 
war. but not in time of peace,” 

Commending the Federal reserve 
system. but without noting that it 
was put into effect by a Democrat- 
ic administration, Burton urged 
that it be left alone, “free from 


the touch of the political spoils- 


man. 
Hasty Changes in Laws 

“Can’t Be Approved.” 

Prohibition was not mentioned. 
The nearest that Burton came to a 
discussion of this subject was in 
the following paragraph: 

“The Republican party stands 
now as always firmly for law en- 
forcement. Laws are not to be ob- 
served merely by those who fa- 
vored their enactment but by 
everyone in this broad land. Dis- 
regard of existing enactments 
breeds disrespect and disorder and 
even tends to anarchy. 
more. hasty changes in existing 
laws or regulations can not be ap- 
proved. If that were the case, all 
our policies would be like the 
shifting sands of the sea. which are 
scattered by wind and wave.” 

The admonition against “hasty 
changes in existing laws or reguia-— 
tions” is not likely to be comfort- 
ing to those who are preasing for 
modification of the Volstead act.

War was contained in the follow- 
ing: 


Would Mobilize All 
Resources for War. . 


‘We have abhorred war, and 
never more than now. But If again 
that which we deplore should hap- 
pen, and we should be involved in 
another deadly conflict, let us 
establish a system which will mo- 
bilize all our resources for victory. 
We can not afford to allow the 
slacker to shirk his duty or give the 
profiteers an opportunity to pile 
up fortunes when those who stand 
for patriotism are suffering and 
dying. We must establish the great 
ideal that in the emergency of war 
every agency of industry and com- 
merce, our man power, and the 
activities of men and women shal! 
be such as to accomplish the sin- 
gle purpose of saving our country 
from danger. President Harding 
spoke eloquently in his inaugural 
address in behalf of such a plan.” 

On the subject of the. soldier 
bonus, Burton said: 

“We have recently witnessed the 
passage over the veto of the Presi- 
tent of a so-called bonus or adjust- 
ed compensation bill, providing for 
paid-up insurance policies to sol- 
diers of the late war. While recog- 
nizing the inestimable debt which 
the country owes to. those who 
fought in the contest in 1917 and 
1918, and with satisfaction in the 
thought that for insurance, for the 
care of the injured and the sick, 
and for their training and better- 
ment we are expending an amount 
which in one year reached almost 
450 millions of dollars, there was 
a substantial minority in Congress 
who sought to sustain the Presi- 
dent. But thé bonus act is now the 
law of the land. Conditions created 
by it must be met and its provisions 
must be willingly accepted.” 

Commendatory reference was 
made to the proposed constitutional 
amendment, which the Senate has 
that the terms 
of the President and of members 
of Congress shall begin early in 
January following the November 
election. 

As a step toward the reduction 
of the exacting duties of the’ Presi- 
dent, Burton urged that the merit 
system of choosing Federal em- 
ployes be “extended, so that there 
woflld be leas dernahds on his time 
for the settlement of patronage 
questions. 

“The mighty problems of a na- 
tion in its foreign and domestic af- 
fairs,’”’ he said, “‘the decision of 
which must bring’ weal or woe to 


tens of miHions, are enough to, ab- | 


sorb the attention of any states- 
man.” 

He named three methods as open 
to the Government in dealing with 
the economic activities of the peo- 
ple. One wag the “old and discard- 
ed theory of giving to private initi- 
ative free and untrammeled play.” 
another was the “control and man- 
agement of a central government 
with all the incidents of public 
ownership and operation,”’ and a 
third, which he described as the 
rational course to 
“sane regulation, based upon wise 
legislation and administration, ré- | 
pressing the power of great corpor-. 
ations or combinations of any type, 
which else might threaten to over- 
shadow the state itself and with 
equal care guarding against. the 
evils of unrestrained competition.” 

Might Topple Over.” 

“Let us,” he sald, “secure for 
every individual the greatest pos- 
sible equality. of opportunity and 
leave to the states and minor po- 
litical divisions a broad field of ac-: 
tivity in their proper aphere. Thus 
we shall avold an unwieldly central 
government in constant danger of 
toppling over. We shall prevent 
State boundaries from becomin 
mere Van 
and avoid the dangers of disaster 
which have beset many nations 
smalier and with problems _iess 
complex than our own.” * 

In a striking passage of this ad- 
dress. Burton deplored the ten- 
dency toward indifference in the 
performance of public duties: The 
proportion of electors taking an 
active interest, expecially in prélim- 
inary contests, he said, Was never 
s0 small.

Voters intend to get out the vote— 
50,000 more registered voters at 
the August primaries, 75 per cent 
of the qualified vote at the general 
elections in November. 

Detailed. plans to carry out 
these objectives have been laid 
and numerous committees, under 
the general chairmanship of Mrs. 
George 8S. Gellhorn, have been se- 


lected and charged with special 
duties.. Thus, Mrs. J. P. Thomy 
ia chairman of a committee which 
is making a check of the 618 poll- 
ing places of the city with a view 
to determining conditions of 
unwholesome surroundings (for 
women voters. Mrs. E. T. Sen- 
seney is chairman of a publicity 
committee, which has been au- 
thorized to print dodgers calculat- 
ed to appeal to new voters, those 
who have never voted, those who 
have moved—urging them to reg- 
ister at the special registration 
June 26. 

There are 257,000 voters on the 
registration books and the league's 
plan is to increase the total to 
300,000 on registration day.

Then 
the joyous strains of music changed 
to a crashing discord, and the 
“Evil Spirit of War,” portrayed by 
Miss Helma Kreismann, draped in 
somber black and sword-armed, 
stalked across the picture. 

Peace Victor Over War. 

“The Spirit of Peace” and the 
“Children of the Nations” were 
held in bondage by the “Spirit of 
War” until there was heard a 
sounding of trumpets by two her- 
alds and then the voice of “The 
Singer,’”’ Mrs. Karl Kimmel. The 
figures approached, the children 
rushed to the side of “Peace,” who 
raised aloft a palm and olive 
branch in either hand, symbolizing 
the victory of peace over war. ~ 

As a social diversion the fete and 
pageant were voted a success. And 
the three presidents of the St. 
Louls League of Women Voters— 
Mrs. Evarts A. Graham, independ- 
ent; Mrs. Roscoe Anderson, Demo- 
crat, and Mrs. Aaron 8S. Rauh, Re- 
publican—said it yielded a fund 
sufficient to enable them to carry 
out their plans. 


WOMEN ARE SAINTS 
OR LUNATICS SINCE 
WAR, WRITER SAYS 


Marcel Prevost of French Ac- 
ademy Declares Greatest Loss 
Is “Evolution Toward 
Personality Conquest.” 


Spectal Correspondent of the Post- 


PARIS, May 20.—M. Marcel Pre- 
vost of the French Academy, writ- 
ing in the Echo De Paris, gives his 
impressions of the French woman 
of today. He begins by telling us 
that the war, like all great revolu- 
tions, had made women either into 
saints or lunatics, and that after 
five years of peace the moral loss 
had not been repaired. The great- 
est loss in his opinion is that 
“woman's evolution towards the 
conquest of her personality, which 
had begun in the last years of the 
nineteenth century, and which had 
continued victoriously for about 20 
years, was mysteriously checked in 
the years which preceded the great 
catastrophe, was stopped by the 
war, and since then has never reée- 
sumed its enthusiasm.” He relates 
how French woman during the 
war rivalled with one another in 
courage and endurance, how they 
replaced men in the factories, the 
shops, the offices, and in the coun- 
try in the stable, at the plow, etc., 
and how well they succeeded. 
But, instead of continuing to re- 
Place those who had fallen, which 
would have advanced the feminine 
cause many decades “for it is not 
by handling men’s implements or 
by suffrage, that women prove 
themselves equal to men.” WNo 
sooner was the war over than 
women gave up, both in the coun- 
try and in the town. 

Through patriotism,'or from a 
strict sense of necessity, they had 
taken the men’s places but they 
gave them up again with joy, to 
resume their sex with a sort of 
fury. While convinced feminists 
were holding meetings, giving lec- 
tures, and drawing up reports, on 
the emancipation of women, the 
masses of women did not listen to 
them for they had chosen their 
own line of emancipation expressed 
in jazz bands, shimmy, denudation 
~—and no sort of organization was 
necessary for this.

HOME OF JAPANESE 


New York Police Raid Apart- 
ment and Arrest Physician 
on Weapon Charge.

NEW YORK, June 18. — Dr. 
Asamu Terada, Japanese physician 
and explosive expert, whose apart- 


ment was raided last night by po- 


lice who said they found formulas 
and diagrams for making high ¢x- 
plosives, today was being heid in 
$1500 bail on a charge of posses- 
sing a revolver in violation of the 
Sullivan law. a State statute for- 
bidding possession of concealed 
weapons. : 

Terada, who said he was gradu- 
ated from a medical college in 
Osaka and studied) at the Johns 
Hopkins Medical College, denied 
that the formulas and diagrams. 
were for construction of bombs. 
They had been written in 1916, he 
said. and had no relation whatever 
to the Japanese exclusion act. He 
explained that since he was inter- 
ested in explosives he naturally en- 
gaged at times in making formu- 
las. 

Anonymous Letter Causes Arrest. 

He was arrested as a result of 
an anonymous letter received by 
the police two weeks ago. Neigh- 
bors informed the police that an 
unusual number of Japanese were 
visiting Dr. Terada’s apartment. 
After watching the place several 
days, the police decided to investi- 
gate. 

Detectives of the bomb squad, 
who made the raid, said they 
found the revolver, a 25-caliber 
German-made gutomatic. and also 


_the sheets containing the formu- 
| las and diagrams, in a trunk. 


Although Dr. Terada said he did 
not practice medicine, not having 
a license here, the police said they 
seized a number of prescription 
blanks bearing his name as physi- 
cian. 

Terada waived examination 
when arraigned in a Magistrate's 
court and was held for trial. 

Wife “Patriotic American.” 

Mrs. Ann Healy Terada. white 
wife of the doctor, said in an in- 
terview that she was “a patriotic 
American.” She declared that her 
husband's diagrams had no harm- 
ful purpose, being merely the out- 
come of his studies, but she added: 

“If I were to talk it would mere- 
ly fam the flame. Perhaps I will 
have something interesting to say 
later.” 

Dr. Terada is Mrs. Terada’s sec- 
ond husband. Ther have been 
married seven years and have one 
child. A child by Mrs. Terada’s 
first husband, who was also a Jap- 
anese, lives with them.
